The word ••significant" has been 
written in the sk y, on the land and 
sea and on the diplomatic front. 
The Germans hav e launched the 
st set aerial weapons which Allied 
airmen tried for months to k nock 
out 
Ev en 
President 
Roosev elt's 
post-war plans were ov ershadowed 
by tlie wings of the B-29s and de- 
\elcpments in France. 
Sensational 
reports about Gen. De Gaulle, re- 
v ealing much of the temper of that 
man and why we hav e been re- 
luctant to go loo far with him. re­ 
ceiv ed only passing attention. 'And 
now. in passing, there is only room 
to say that, If De Gaulle continues 
to swing his military strength as 
a political club, promising and with­ 
drawing according to the tides oi 
negotiations, he will create one of 
the most critical military crises the 
Allies hav e had to face.) 
All of these,* and Russia's ‘re­

But off in the far Pacific and 
down in New Guinea the prologue 
has been spok en to a two-act play 
which, in less crowded days.

After the Marianas comes Palau, 
retputed bastion on the right flank 
of MacArthur’s route which also 
may prov e to be no fortress, or 
possibly a direct mov e by the Nav y 
to meet MacArthur in the Philip­ 
pines.

Bradley's first word to the cor­ 
respondents who gathered in the 
tent under the shade of

“Only by guts, v alor and extrem 
brav ery cn the part of the men and 
their leaders inv olv ed were we able 
to mak e the landing a success," ne 
said, "and I cannot .sav too much 
for the parachute troops who drop­ 
ped in the rear and made the job 
rasier for the beach troops. They 
did a marv elous job."

Germans’ Last 
R oad Junction 
Is Threatened

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, Allied Expeditionary Force. June 17.— 
American troops driv ing to pinch 
off* the top of Cherbourg peninsula 
brought the Germans’ last escape road under hammering artillery fire 
today, and a United States fighter pilot reported signs of German flight 
from the cape and its great port. 
One United States column beating west of Carentan fought within 
four miles of La Haye Du Puits. the Nazis’ last main road junction at 
the shortest neck of thiv peninsula, and forces farther north had cut 
Cherbourg's western railway by seizing St. Sauv eur Le Vicomte. 
Still 
other Americans had recaptured Montebourg, 14 miles southeast of 
Cherbourg. 
Ev en as artillery blasted the Germans’ last road on their dwindling 
western strip of the peninsula, an American pilot safcf he- saw enemy 
truck s and staff cars mov ing south, and declared he believ ed the Ger­ 
mans “want to get out of there, but our troops arc mov ing in fast".

Cherbourg threatened to become another Sev astopol for the Ger­ 
mans, with their escape cut off except by sea, as happened in the

campaign, assuming that Mr. Ro o sevelt Ls go ing to 
be the Demo cratic no minee. 
There is no thing in Mr. Ro o sevelt’s statement o f 
intent that canno t be subscribed to generally; It ls » 
virtual duplicate o f the prevailing Republican atti­ 
tude 
Dissent co uld co me o nly fro m ex tremists in 
bo th parties who have been trying to stir up an 
argument fo r which there was no basis in prevailing 
public o pinio n. 
The so -called fo reign po licy issue always was a 
myth, because there co uld be no issue as between 
parties, unless o ne o r the o ther, o r bo th, came under 
the co ntro l o f perso ns who did no t reflect po pular 
o pinio u. 
In o ther wo rds, there is no fo reign po licy 
issue in po pular o pinio n. The o rdinary run o f Ameri­ 
cans will want their co untry to enco urage and suppo rt 
any practicable plan fo r internatio nal co nsultatio n 
that may be devised. 
They will favo r all mo ves to 
maintain peace by preventive measures, in co o peratio n 
with o ther peace-minded natio ns. They will insist o r. 
retentio n o f so vereignty and will resist all pro po sals 
fo r internatio nal po lice fo rces, no t because they are 
unwilling to pay that price fo r peace, but because 
instinct warns them that there is no adequate basis 
fo r such a radical departure; and that it wo uld be, 
therefo re, a failure.
